ALBANY, N. V., Nov.6.—An experienced poll; 
ticlan, who has traveled through the State ex- 
tensively during the past ten days, considers tae 
result of next Tuesday's clection a matter of 
doubt, with the chances slightly in favor of the 
Democrats. The campaign bas been a very pe- 
culiar one. The masses, and even many of the 
regular workers, have manifested little or no in- 
terest in the contest. There have been no issues. 
except a few local questions in different dis- 
tricts, to stirup the people. The State tickets 
aroused no enthusiasm. The candidates have 
not done much work to secure their election. 
The State cOmmittces have not shown any 
marked activity, and politicians recollect few 
campaigns which bave been dulier and more life- 
less than this one. This general apathy is perhaps 
the naturai reaction after the lengthy Presdential 
campaign last yeur, the long and bitter 
factional fights in the State since, caluminating 
in the memorable Senatorial contest last spring, 
and the excitement and suspense following the 
assasination of President Gartieid. The peopie 
seem sick and tired of politics, and anxious to 
drop the subject for a while. Under these con- 
ditions it is extremely difficult to form any 
trustworthy estimate of the result. The Demo- 
crats have undoubtedly made the most thorough 
canvass, employing Tilden’s famous still-bunt 
tactics. The effectiveness of this method can 
never be judged until the ballot- boxes are 
examined, but from information received at the 
headquarters of the Democratic State Commit- 
tee in this city the managers: of the canvass are 
claiming the election of the State ticket by from 
10,000 to 15,000 majority. They are confident that 
Kelly and Tammany Hall will pull straight on 
the State ticket, and count on at least 50,000 ma- 
jority ip New York and Brooklyn. The work of

Increased Attendance at the. Atlanta 
Exposition—Program for the Fut- 
ure.

Brief Exposition of the Status of the 
Canadian Copyright 
Laws. 


Various Ineffectual Efforts Which the 


People Have Made to Get 
Suited. 


A Man Falls Seventy Feet, Walks Off Ap- 
parently Whole, and Dies Three 
Days Thereafter. 


How the Dominion Stands on Copy- 
right.

Orrawa, Nov. 5.—Sir Leonard Tilley, who has 
gone to Washington in relation to the Interna- 
tional Copyright question, nas drawn up a 
memorandum which bas the sanction of the 
Government, and will protect Canadian inter- 
ests. Dr. Tach. Deputy Minister of Agricuiture, 
during an interview, said: “The Americans 
have always retused toenter into an interna- 
tional copyright treaty. By the British act of 
1842 English copyright extended to all British 
possessions, and every book that is copyrighted 
in Eugland was prohibited from dei pub- 
ished in any of the colonies. The  col- 
opies represented to the mother coun- 
try that the price of English books placed 
them beyond the reach of the colonies as a rule. 
It was represented, if English authors wished to 
be read by the colonies, that they must allow 
importation of foreign reprints into the colo- 
nies. On the strength of these representations a 
law was passed in England to the elfect that 
when any colony passed « law allowing a royalty 
for the benetit of authors to be collected by the 
customs authorities foreign reprints could be 
brought in. This law was passed in 182 in 
Canada, and again re@uacted for the Dominion 
in i867 after coufederation By this lay a 
royalty of HD cents was coilected at the custom- 
house on each volume for the benefit of the 
uuthor. After awhile there came representa- 
tions from Canadian publishers, who pointed 
out that foreigners had greater riguts and privi- 
leges than British subjects, inasmuch as they 
could produce the British copyright forms, 
while Canadians were prohibited from doing 80. 
Negvutiations with a view to alterſug this state 
of affairs were commenced, and in 1872 Parlia- 
meut passed a Copyright bill, which had been 
introduced into the Senate by Mr. Ryan. Royal 
assent was withheld from che bill because it 
was in conflict with the Enualish laws 
on the subject. { was then asked 
to prepare a bill. which I did, and it was made 
the oct of 1875, now in force. Mr. Daidy, Sec- 
retasy of the English Royal Copyright Commis- 
sion, came to we in 1874, while I was enwaged ip 
the preparation of the bill, and I explained to 
uim bow matters stood in the presence of Mr. 
MacKenzie, who was then in power. On hear- 
ing my explanation, Mr. Daldy said that the act 
I was preparing would be sstisfactory to the 
commission. The bill was passed in 1875. and 
reserved for the sanction the Queen, 
but could not obtain that sanction 
without tho consent of the other branches of 
the British Government, the Lords and Com- 
mons. For that purpose an act was passed au- 
thorizing ber Majesty to assent to the bill, which 
then became a law. In the act passed by ,the 
British Parliament is embodted our own act, 80 
you see that ours is both an imperial and colo- 
nial act. During the progress of the proceed- 
ings of the Royal Copyright Commission, in 1879, 
they uceeptea our act, and proposed that it 
should form the basis of a treaty with tue United 
States. We were informed by the Colonial Office

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 
CINCINNATI, III., Nov. 6.—During the meeting 
last evening of tne recently formed ex - Cut eu- 
erate organization a remarkable scene Occurred. 

While the association was still occupied with 

business a visit from Gens. Diekinson and Stau- 

hope and Capt. Fitzpatrick, of the Union army, 
was announced. They bad come to pay their 
respecis and cultivate a friendly feeling be- 
tweén the associations representing the two con- 
tending armies in the late War.

The Fisher Mill Biaze. 

An examination of Fisher’s mill on yesterday 
resulted in the conclusion that the loss will toot 
up close to $25,000. The insurance, as already 
known, is very insignificant, Fisher holding pol- 
icies foronly $6,500, $2,000 of which is in the 
Allemania of Pittsburg. The policy in the Iat- 
ter company covers the front building, which is 
not very seriously damaged except by water. Of 
the remaining $4,500, $2,500 was placed upon the 
rear portion—the mill proper—$1,000 upon the 
stock contained therein, and $1,000 upon the 
machinery. Tbe names of the companies 
are not known as yet, but all 
of them, with the exception of 
the one mentioned above. are said to be * under- 
ground” companies. Mueller Bros., who oc- 
cupijed the three floors in front, have $2,700 in- 
surance upon the improvements and machinery 
used in mannfacturing malt. Of this sum the 
Northern. and Watertowu companies are in- 
terested to the extent of $600 each, and the 
Boatmen’s $1,500. Inasmuch as Mr. Busch, 
owner of 10,000 bushels of barley stored in the 
building, is away from the city, it was not pos- 
sible on yesterday to learn to what extent be 
had insured his property. 


A Conflagration Destroys the Principal 
Business Portion of Wellington, Kan- 
sas.

Wicnita, Kas., Nov. 5.—A very disastrous fire 
occurred yesterday morning in Wellington, the 
county seat of Sumper County, Kansas. The 
fire began in the Weliington Bakery, and soon 
the entire biock of buildings adjoining was in 
flames. Fifteen buildings with many stocks of 
goods were entirely consumed. An accurate 
account of the loss cannot be given until an in- 
véntory of the goods destroyed can be made.

$12,000 each. The loss of the building may be 
put at $6,000, as it was condemned last week. In- 
surance only partial. Cause of fire unknown.

The Probable Republican Majority in 
the State About 11,000.

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Nov. 5.—A thoroogh exam- 
ination of the political situation in Wisconsin 
leads to the conclusion that it is peculiar in 
some respects. Yet the result of next Tues- 
day's election is not doubtful. The Republican 
majority will be considerably less than at the 
Jast Presidential election, but it will be large 
enough to bury several small factional move- 
meuts which are based op personal animosity. [ 
bave been at eonsiderabie pains to learn the 
state of mind of the people in the several dis- 
tricts, and to secure the most trustworthy esti- 
mates as to the vote; and give the interesting 
results with great confidence in their near ap- 
proach to accuracy. In several districts there 
are local disatfections among Keppblic- 
ans, which have been fostered by p- 
pointed politicians at Madison and Milwaukee. 
There is a so-called Prohibition movement, 
which had its origin in the disappointment of a 
faction through the action of the Republican 
Convention. There is also an uncommon though 
noiseless activity among the Democrats. A few 
weeks ago Gen. Bragg, Chairman Parkinson, 
and other leading Democrats publicly admitted 
the disorganization of their party; and they 
were oposed to the usual folly of a Democratic 
State ticket. But wheo the Prohibition ticket 
was placed in the fleld the Democrats railied, 
nominated a ticket, and made a fair division of 
campaigu funds with the Prohibitionists. In 
this district there is another element which com- 
plicates the situation-—the Trades.Union and 
their type-setting troubles—which will be noted 
in the detail review of the district. I may as 
well state here, before commenting on the as- 
pect of the different districts, that the examina- 
tion justifies the conclusion that the Kepulicans 
will curry the State by about 11,000 majority. and 
that the Probibition candidates will receive not 
more than 6,000 votes. The Greeaback vote will 
be comparatively insignitieant. 

THE FIRST - DISTRICT. 

The main obstacle to a brilliant Republican 
success is the apathy of the voters. In Kenosha 
County, however, an unusual vote will be drawn 
out by the interest in the eandidacy of Capt. 
Timme for Secretary of State. He is a one- 
armed soldier, who is very popular iu his coun- 
ty; and this will bring every voter to the polls. 
The Republidan majority here may be placed 
safely enough at 300. 

In Kacine County I find little interest in poli- 
tics. Although this is the home of Mr. Fratt, 
the Democratic rae) soe gp for Governor, the 
Democrats of the county are about as apathetic 
as the Republicaags. Prohibicionists will 
hardly be heard of. The Republican majority 
will be from 700 to 800. 

Waukesba County shows indications of a sort 
of earthquake politically. The wildest of the 
Prohibition stumpers have made the woods ring 
with their unjust accusations of the Republican 
party; and, if noise means anything, the Re- 
publican vote in this county will fall below its 
usual size. The county aiways has been fair 
fighting ground for either party, and this year 
it is good for a Vemocratic majority of 200. 

Old Walworth is safe for a large Republican 
majority, whatever may be the local conditions. 
Mr. George Easteriy, a and intluential 
man, who is addicted to spelis of political eccen- 
tricity, has “gone off with the Probibitionists,” 
end this disturbs thingsat Whitewater; but the 
Prohibition vote will probably not exceed 100 in 
the county, while the Kepubiican majority will 
be from 1,600 to 2,000. 

Then Rock County will give der usual

Third—The desirability of estabiis un al- 
ternative line between the Northern Atlantic 
States and the Pacitic Coast along a parallel of

tem of railroad li extending from the Mis- 
sissippi River across Louisiana and Texas, and 
converging Mexican lines, for a more direct 
union with the system of the Pacific Coast. 

The extension of the Atchison, Topeka & 
Santa Fé Katiroad from the Missouri River 
across Kansas to Colorado, and thence souther- 
dy to an intersection with the Scuthern Pacitic 
at Deming, 1,20 miles east ot San Francisco, 
afforded a route sufficiently direct and service- 
able to Denver, Cnicugo, St. Louis, and points to 
the eastward, though not wholly exem from 
snowy altitudes, and not, of course, available for 
the expanse of country between the Ohio River 
and Gulf. 

Having completed the Soatbern Pacific to the 
frontier of Texas and Mexico at El Paso early 
in 1881, a distance of 1,28 miles from the initia! 
Pacific terminus, as the trains run, it became 
important to determine the most suitable port 
for the Gulf terminus, and the routes by woich 
to reach it. The waters of the Gulf at near- 
est point are not more than 0 miles by au air- 
line from Ei Paso. It appears, however, that the 
currents of the Caribbean Sea bave thrown up a 
ridge or bar of sand, underfaid by tough clay, 
along nearly ita entire sdore circuit, so that, 
though the inlets and rivers are numerous, none 
of them ure without a troublesome bar, limiting 
the draft of vesseias New Orieans—already u 
considerable railroad centre and the depot of a 
vast inland river navigation, the seat of a vast 
commerce, population, and travel—since the 
success of the Eads jetties, is the only really ac- 
cessible port for the purpose. 

From New Orleans to El Paso u an air-line is 
about 1,000 miles. Three courses were open to 
the Southern Pacific to reach this desirable 

rt: To secure a connection through the Texas 

acific Railway, building across Northern Texas 
toward El Paso, and a branch line from Sureve- 
port to New Orleans, a distance of 1,150 miles; 
or to seek the use of the more sontherly route 

via San Antonio and Houstoo, and distance of * 

1,200 miles; or to build an independent line 

direct and intermediate between the two. 

The southerly route, even if it should prove 
to be sumewhgt longer, passes through a wore 
settied and fertile country, and possesses the 
great advantage of lower and more equabie 
grades: and, besides, was in the direction near- 
est seaport, whenever the harbor improvements 
shall be carried out. The successive ridges to 
be overcome by the more northerly line and 
the sierile character of much of the route left 
no doubt as to the proper choice.

Capture of a Burglar in the Farwell 
Dry Goods House. 

A very satisfactory piece of work, which saved

they floated down the Laird about 300 miles and 
to witbin about 0 miles of the McKenzie 
River and 800 miles of the Arctic Ocean. They 
were at this time, on the 7th of August, some- 
thing like 6,000 milesfrom Chicago. The start 
back was made Aug. 12. It was now an 
up-stream journey and necessarily very 
slow, the river current being ex- 
ceedingly swift and strung. The boat had to 
be either towed or poled. Zhe prospecting was 
done on the return trip, and about 200 miles 
south of the Dease Lake was found a region 
— rich with gold dust, samples of which Mr. 

retzinger brought back with hig. In the 
spring the same parties will return s the point 
from which the gold dust was brought, and will 
“work it until cold weather sets in again.

A GIGANTIC RAILWAY STRUGGLE. 

No one can witness the progress of the des- 
perate struggle between the great railroad 
trunk lines without being impressed with 
the magnitude of the interests at stake and 
the magnitude of the results that are to fol- 
low. The contest involves millions rop- 
erty, viewed as individual investments, b 
also, in a general way, it involves the su- 
premacy in the control and direction of the 
trade and commerce of the country. 

The principal parties to this great war of 
the trunk-line transportation interests may 
be briefly stated. There is first, the Vander- 
bilt, which is essentiallya New York City 
interest. All those having any ,pecuniary 
concern in the Vanderbilt system of 
railways are directly concerned in 


(the prosperity of New York City. 


The Vanderbilt system of railways aims to 
so control the domestic and foreign trade of 
the great West that it shall all pour into 
the lap of New York City, enriching every- 


Hence Mr. Vanderbilt’s position, that the 
Pennsylvania system and the Baltimore sys- 
tem are interlopers and intruders whenever 
and to whatever extent they attempt to ob- 


| tain any business in or out of New York 


City. , 

The Baltimore Railway and the Pennsylva- 
nia Railway represent respectively the Cities 
of Baltimore and Philadelphia, insisting upon 
a monopoly of the traffic of those cities, with 
such additional traffic as they may be able to 
draw thereto from the City of New York. 
The Vanderbilt system includes all the roads 
leading from the Northwest to Chicago and 
thence to New York. ? 

Then comes Jay Gould with his system of 
roads from Toledo to the Rio Grande, and in- 
clading the railways of St. Louis and the 
Southwest. But Mr. Gould has even a more 
important interest in the pending contro- 
versy. His syndicate has a heavy pecuniary 
interest in the Vanderbilt system—said to be 
thirty millions of its stock and bonds—and 
to Gould Vanderbilt new looks for that co- 
operation and aid which will enable him to 
triumph over all his rivals, reduce them to 
mere local roads, and enable him to make 
New York City permanently the seat of the 
entire trade of this continent. 

The union of the Gould and Vanderbilt 
syndicates indicates beyond all question what 
the outcome of this railroad struggle must 
be. The Pennsylvania and the Baltimore & 
Ohio Railroads will be compelled te abandon 
all competition with New York, and further 
be compelled to make their rates between 
Philadelphia and Baltimore and the West 
equal in all things to the rates on the Vander- 
bilt lines between the West and New York. 
That result once obtained, and the Vander- 
bilt-Gould combination will never stop short 
of that end, all rivairy between tne cities 
of Philadelphia, and Baltimore, and New 
York for the foreign trade of the country 
will cease, and these roads will of necessity 
tall into the condition of mere local high- 
ways limited to their neighborhood traffic, if 
indeed, both railroads do not eventually pass 
under the control of Vanderbilt and the New 
York interest. 

There are certain obstacles in the way of 
the completion of this work, but that they 
will be removed in due time there can be no

the Southwestern States, leaving to Vander- 
bilt the Northwestern and Western lines, and 
both to pour their entire business, with its 
vast wealth and profit, into New York City. 

The ownership of a controlling interest in 
the Erie Railway is a mere question of 
money. Those who offer the best, terms will 
find the unfortunate and long-suffering stock 
and bond holders of that road ready and will- 
ing to sell. It has been a bankrupt company 
for a generation. It has been robbed and 
plundered time and again by its managers, 
and is now so borne down with debt as to be 
unprofitabie to the stockholders’. The syn- 
dicate who can offer the most money in cash 
‘for its control is certain whenever it wants 
the road to get it. The possession of the 
Erie and the new route from St. Louis and 
Chicago to New York is essential to the su- 
premacy of New York City, and to the su- 
premacy of the combined system of Vander- 
bilt and Gould, and they alone are in condi- 
tion to purchase the property when the time 
comes for its possession. 

New York City is unquestionably the nat- 
ural harbor for the foreign trade of the 
country; it is the natural gateway through 
which we must ship all we have to sell, and 
through which we must receive not only all 
we buy. but the vast army of immigrants, 
who arrive at the rate of 2,000 or more every 
day. It isthe only port at which a foreign 
trade can be maintained. Steamers must 
find employment at both ends of the route. 
Nine-tenths of the foreign passenger traflic 
of the country even now finds its way in and 
out of New York. The city has the capital 
that gontrols, and has the natural capacity 
and advantages for a commerce tenfold 
greater than it is called upon at present to 
accommodate. : 

The attempt by Vanderbilt and Gould to 
grasp the transportation of the country, so as 
to shut out all possible pretensions by other 
Atlantic cities for any part of the export or 
import trade of the country, is of course in- 
tended to enrich the people and property- 
owners of New York City and State. The 
seizure of all the lines of communication of 
the country, from Mexico and the Pacific to 
New York, and the exclusion of ail other 
lines, save so far as they contribute to swell 
the trade of New York, is but another effort 
in the same direction. 

Having excluded the other trunk lines 
from New York, and having compelled them 
to demand the same rates from the West to 
their cities as is asked to New York, to what 
condition will these lines be reduced? Can 
they as mere local roads, doing a mere neigh- 
borheod business, maintain themselves as 
trunk lines, or, falling into decay, must they 
not in time pass also under the hammer 
and become mere feeders of the great New 
York giant monopoly ? 


THE PROPOSED STATE OF DAKOTA. 

Early in the approaching session of Con- 
gress several bills will be introduced for the 
admission of the Territory of Dakota, or a 
part of it, into the Union. The claims of the 
Territory to admission are very strong. Its 
population according to the census of 1880 
was 135 180. The census was completed in 
June of last year, and in the eighteen months 
that have since expired a flood of immigra- 
tion has been pourigg into the Territory. Its 
rate of growth has probably been more rapid 
in the last two years than that of any other 
part of the Union. The homestead entries 
in Dakota for the year ended June 30, 1881, 
were 8,873—more than those of Kansas and 
Minnesota combined; and the preémption 
entries were one-third of all there were made 
in the United States, covering 274,206 
acres. The entries under the timber- 
culture act were 5,133, nearly one-half 
of the whole number in the United States, 
covering 1,763,799 acres. In view of these 
figures lately furnished to the press by the 
Land-Ofhee at Washington, the estimate of 
an increase of 35,000 in me population since 
the census was taken is probably under the 
mark. Dakota contains at the present writ- 
ing in the neighborhood of 175,000 popula- 
tion; and in round numbers 25,000 more than 


| the ratio sufficient to entitle the Territory to 


one Congressman. It has ajout thrice the 
population of Nevaila, which has been a 
State since 1864, and has more inhabitants 
than Arkansas, Florida, California, Oregon. 
Kansas, Nebraska, or Colorado had when 
they were admitted. 

Dakota also has the solid basis of prosper- 
ity and the promise of enduring growthina 
fertile soil, a wholesome, tho severe, cli- 
mate, great mineral resources, and an abun- 
dance of timber and water. It is not, like 
Nevada, merely a mass of mountains and 
mining territory, whose wealth consists of 
silver, which may soon be exhausted and 
leave it worthless for all other purposes. 
Dakota has rich and extensive deposits of 
coal and salt, which in the long run are 
worth mdre to a State than gold and silver 
mines. It also has a soil excellently well 
adapted to grain-growing. In the year 1879 
there were raised in the Territory 2,000,000 
bushels of corn, 3,000,000 bushels of wheat, 
2,500,000 bushels of oats, and barley, rye, and 
buckwheat in proportion. The crop of 1880 
was much larger, and even in the present 
season there has been no such general failure 
of crops in Dakota as in other parts of the 
Union. To bring these crops to market 
there have been builtin the Territory many 
miles of railroad, and Gov. Ordway estimates 
that there are now not less than 1,000 miles 
in operation. 

Senator McMillan, of Minnesota, suggests 
that the Territory be divided on the forty- 
sixth parallel, and only the southern portion 
at present be admitted as a State. This por- 
tion has a population of about 120,000, and 
will in a few years have a full Congressional 
ratio. While the reasons for the division 
are forcible there are some strong objections 
to it. On the one hand, it may be said that 
the Territory has already been divided in a 
manner by Nature. The northern and south- 
ern half belong to different water basins, 
and there is a barren stretch ot land between 


between them are as yet éxtremely limited, 
and the traveler passes from one to another 
only by a long detour through the States. 
On the other hand, the feeling is unquestion- 
ably growing in the older States that new 
members of the Union should have a large 
area, and capacity for supporting a con- 
siderable population. The multiplication 
of States is objectionable for many reasons. 
It must be remembered too, that there is a 
vast extent of barren land in the Territories 
which must be disposed of in some manner, 
yet for all the common uses of representative 
government is merely a negative quantity. 
Dakota itself has alarge share of this bad 
land, and it ought not to be considered in 
making up the area of the new State. 
These questions are, however, subsidiary 
to the main one of the admission of the new 
State in some form. On this point there can 
no longer be room for much honest debate 
or difference of opinion. Dakota is fairly 
entitled to be organized as a State; and the 
people of the Territéry claim admission to 
full citizenship more as a right than as a 
privilege. The bill has,

THE COUNTY ELECTION TOMORROW. 

The county election tomorrow is not what 
is known as “a great election.“ A Judge is 
to be chosen and a Criminal Court Clerk, and 
five Commissioners elected. There is no dis- 
pute about the Judgeship. Both political 
parties have united in the nomination of 
Judge Gary, and he will be returned by ac- 
clamation. 

The important feature of the election is the 
Commissionerships. In all Cook County af- 
fairs the board of fifteen Commissioners con- 
stitutes the court of first and last resort. 
They assess and disburse the taxes of a com- 
. munity numbering more than 600,000 people. 
From their decisions there is no appeal, and 
no power can be brought to bear upon them 
except the power of public opinion. It is 
certainly very important that none but good 
citizens, honest, intelligent, sensible men, 
should be chosen members of the board con- 
stituting the autocratic government of Cook 
County. 

The Republican Central Committee have 
issued ** to the voters of Cook County“ avery 
sensible address. This address is a plain 
talk about the candidates placed in nomina- 
tion by the Republican party convention for 
the Commissionerships. If its statements as 
to the character of the nominees are true 
they are worthy men, and they should re- 
ceive the hearty support of all Republicans. 
If any citizen knows wherein these state- 
ments ot the committee are not true he should 
promptly inform the public. We do not 
hesitate to say that it is desirable on the 
ground of honesty, economy, and efficiency 
to choose Republican rather than Democratic 
Commissioners, 

If it be said that politics should not enter 
into the contest, we reply that experience 
shows that Republicans make the best Com- 
missioners. That is all there is of it, and 
that is enough, or shoyld be enough, to in- 
duce disinterested citTzens to vote for Kepub- 
licans rather than Democrats, other things 
being equal. 

The Republican Central Committee have 
taken the trouble to prove that Republicans 
make the best, the most economical, Commis- 
sioners, and we direct particular atten tion to 
that part of the address which institutes a 
comparison between county expenses under 
Democratic administration for 1875, ’76, and 
"77 and under the Republican administration 
for 1878, ’79, and 80.

number of patients in the County-Hospital 
at an expense no greater than that incurred 
by their Democratic predecessors. They con- 
ducted the Poor-House and Insane Asylum 
at an expense of $364,000, as against $520,000 
expended for that purpose by their Demo- 
cratic predecessors. They cut down the ex- 
penditures of the County-Agent’s office from 
$561,000 to $259,000—a very striking improve- 
ment. 

The committee also take occasion to con- 
trast the ceonduet and expenses of the County 
Clerk’s office under Maj. Klokke, a Republic- 
an, with the management of the office by Lieb, 
a Democrat, in 1877. They show that the office 
run the county in debt $74,000 undera Demo- 
eratic Clerk, while under 4 Republican Clerk 
it shows a surplus of over $3,000 per annum. 

The figures cited by the committee are 
very significant, and worthy of careful con- 
sideration by all citizens. They show that 
Republican county management is far better 
and more economical than Democratic man- 
agement. In other words, itis made as plain 
as the nose on a man’s face by the commit- 
tee that it is cheaper for the taxpayer to be 
represented in the County Board by a Re- 
publican than by a Democrat. ‘The election 
tomorrow is a business proposition. The 
logic of the figures. presented in the Re- 
publican address is that the Republican 
party governs best and cheapest, and those 
who are careful of their own personal 
expenditures will, if they are wise, be care- 
ful of the expenditures of the county, and 
vote accordingly.

“CONTINGENT EXPENSES.” 

The latitude of the term “contingent ex- 
penses“ in Washington has always been un- 
derstood in official circles to be as broad as 
Ingersoll’s views on religion, or a French 
farce; but it seems that this comprehensive 
designation was not liberal enough to include 
all the illegitimate expenditures of the Treas- 
ury Department in Washington. It will be 
remembered that, soon after Gen. Garfield’s 
inauguration, there was an exposé of certain 
irregularities of purchase in that branch of 
the service which was traced mainly to one 
officer, who was promptly dismissed. Short- 
ly after it was rumored that there had been a 
ring in the Treasury Department which, in 
one way and another, made all the principal 
officials participants in the improper uses of 

An investigation was 
ordered by Mr. Windom while he was Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, and there was a move- 
ment in the Senate to call for the testimony, 
but this was squelched. Instead of this, an 
independent Senate investigation was or- 
dered under the auspices of the Finance Com- 
mittee, to inquire into the dispursement of 
the contingent fund of the Treasury Depart- 
ment during the past ten years. It appears, 


Windom investigation is likely to come out, 
and a Washington Sunday paper publishes 
what purports to be asummary of a portion 
of the evidence, which is certainly rather 
startling. 

It would appear from the statemeut made 
by the journal in question that considerable 
work was done for Secretary Sherman’s pri- 
vate benefit, the money for the payment of 
which was taken out of the National Treas- 
ury. One W. Pau! Brown is represented as 
making oath that under an order from Frank 
Hessler, the Superintendent of the Govern- 
ment cabinet-shops, he had done work and 
furnished lumber for repairs on Sécretary 
Sherman’s house and stables which had been 
charged to various expense accounts, though 
he (Brown) was then in Government employ 
and paid by the Treasury Department. Ac- 
cording to this testimony there was a curious 
assignment of charges. Work on Mr. Sher- 
man’s house was variously charged to the 
Superintendent's office, Bureau of Sta- 
tistics, the Register’s o „ the National 
Bank Redemption Agency, the Supervising 
Architect’s office, and the Register’s File- 
Room. Work on Mr. Sherfnan’s stables was 
charged up in different parts to the Third 
Auditor’s office, the Second Auditor’s office, 
the Organization Division, the Register’s of- 
fice, the National Bank Redemption Agency, 
and the Marine Hospital. Repairing 
the doors of Mr. Shermaa’s manure- 
pits was likewise charged to the Marine 
Hospital aceount. There seems to be no 
possible connection between the different 
kinds of work done and the various ac- 
counts which are said to have sustained the 
cost thereof. Hence it may be concluded 
that, whenever Government employés were 
detailed to do private work. their services 
were paid out of any tund which might be 
most convenient at the time, and it would 
appear that such expenditures. were dis- 
tributed so impartially that no single bureau 
would complain. 5 

It may be that Mr. Sherman, while Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, was not personally 
aware that any use was made of Government

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is hard to conceive that a Secretary of the 
Treasury and also a conspicuous candidate 
for the Presidential nomination would have 
engaged in such small business. But it is 
evident, if the partial testimony which has 
been fublished is true, and especially if 
there be more ef the same kind which has 
not yet been made public, that it us the 
practice during Mr. Sherman’s administra- 
tion of the Treasury Department to direct 
or permit the use of Government employés 
and supplies for the benefit of officials in 
their private capacity. To whatever extent 
such a practice prevailed, it was an abuse 
and a scandal, and it ought to be ex posed in 
order that public condemnation, if not the 
punishment of those involved in the misap- 
application ef public funds, may put a stop 
to such frauds in the future. It is especially 
unfortunate for Senator Sherman, therefore, 
that he should have used his present position 
and influence as a legislator to prevent the 
Senate from calling for the testimony taken 
in the Treasury investigation concerning the 
abuses said to have existed during his own 
administration of that department. The 
scandal has gone so far now that justice to 
all parties as well as considerations for the 
public welfare demand that full publicity be 
given to the recent Treasury investigation, 
and President Arthur should require that 


this be done, * 


MACVEAGH’S ILLOGICAL POSITION. 

The story told by the Washington Star 
relative te a stormy Cabinet meeting at which 
President Arthur rebuked Attorney-General 
Mac Veagh has the appearance of truth. It 
has probably leaked out from conversations 
which different Cabinet officers have had 
with their friends, and though it may not 
be accurate in detail it may be assumed to 
be generally correct. Certainly the position 
which President Arthur is reported to have 
taken in regard to the prosecution ef Guiteau 
is in every way commendable, and the posi- 
tion accredited to Attorney-General Mac- 
Veagh fully warranted the indignation which 
the President is said to have exhibited. 

One strong reason for regarding this Cabi- 
net scene as correctly described is the fact 
that Attorney-General Mac V eagh has seemed 
inclined from the very first to leave the pros- 
ecution of Guiteau entirely in the hands of 
District-Attorney Corkhill. It has been rep- 
resented over and over again that Mr. Mac- 
Veagh has no confidence in Corkhill, and 
for that reason has done what he could to 
keep the star-route cases out of Corkhill’s 
control. If MacVeagh had a poor opinion of 
Corkhill’s ability or honesty that was cer- 
tainly an additional reason why he should 
have taken an active personal part in the 
preparation of the case against Guiteau. 
There is no lawyer in the land who stands 
so high in his profession as to be above the 
prosecution of a man who has assasinated 
the President of the United States. The 
title of Attorney-General cannot exalt any 
man above such a duty. The sense of impor- 
tance which prompted Mac Veagh to maintain 
that it was beneath his dignity to appear in 
a “criminal case ot this character was 
enough to excite the President and call forth 
very warm reprobation of a transparent 
sham. Though Guiteau is technically not 
guilty of.treason under the laws of the 
United States, he has committed the very 
highest crime which can be committed 
against the Government, and no other occa- 
sion could possibly be presented which 
should so fitly exact the employment of the 
best talent and energy of the Government 
law department. If the Cabinet meeting on 
this question has been correctly reported, the 
President also showed a better knowledge of 
law as well as a truer sense of propriety than 
Mr. Mac Veagh exhibited, and the former will 
stand higher and the latter lower in the esti- 
mation of the American people than herete- 
fore. 

Tuk TRIBUNE has been inclined to regard 
Mr. Mac Veagh’s determination to retire from 
the Cabinet at once as an indication that he 
was not confident of earnest support in the 
prosecution of the star-route cases. This is 
the impression which Mr. Mac Veagh and his 
friends have given out by insisting that these 
cases should be intrusted to an Attorney- 
General of President Arthur’s own selection. 
But the revelation concerning Mr. Mac V eagh’s 
unwillingness to take part in the prosecution 
of Guiteau puts a different construction upon 
his practical abandonment of the Attorney- 
General’s office at this time. We have no 
doubt that MacVeagh is an honest and con- 
scientious man, but it begins to look as 
though he is governed by false ideas of pride 
and etiquet, and perhaps disposed to shirk 
the hard work and proper responsibilities of 
the position he accepted under Presi- 
dent Garfield. It is a good deal 
easier to be an outside critic—the posi- 
tion which Mr. MacVeagh has generally 
occupied in American politics—than td dis- 
charge the duties of a high Government of- 
fice. Perhaps Mr. MacVeagh, who is a man 
of large means and easy standing in society 
and his profession, longs for his former lux- 
ury, and is seekihg:to escape the trials of pub- 
lic life. At all events, his present attitude is 
illogieal and improper with relation to the 
Guiteau case. He ought to return to Wash- 
ington and go to work at this important Gov- 
ernment matter. If he is unwilling to do 
this, his retirement at a later time will be 
discreditable to him and not chargeable to 
President Arthur; and the sooner the Presi- 
dent shali fill his place with some good, 
earnest, industrious lawyer the better it will 
be for the Government service. Thecountry 
wants an Attorney-General in working 
clothes who is prepared to handle important 
Government cases without gloves.

These Commis- 
sioners go on circuit from place to place, and 
deal with the tenant’s ease almost at his 
door. This saves him expense, and as the 
Sub-Commissioners, whe are supposed to 
be impartial arbitrators, go the length 
of acting as counsel! for the tenant applicant, 
he is also saved solicitors’ costs, and is infi- 
nitly better served thanif he had retamed the 
biggest gun in the four courts. The Sub- 
Commissioners appear to act on the theory 
that the landlord is entitled te a bare main-. 
tenance out of his property and no more, and 
their decisions at Belfast mean that 
RENTS ARE TO BE REDUCED 90 PER CENT, 
and that, in cases where the landlord has 
made improvements out of his own pocket, 
such improvements shall not warrant or ex- 
cuse an increase of rent. To put it Ina 
simpler way, the landlord is. now owner 
of only 70 per cent ot his property, the re- 
maining 30 per cent to the tenant, and the 
landiord cannot claim interest on his (made 
by the tenant) investments in the improve- 
ment of his estate. 1 venture to say that, if 
A measure embracing such features were 
passed by the Legislature of any one of your 
States, it would be declared unconstitutional 
by the Supreme Court as being an aet of 
spoliation and robbery. 

THE ANNUAL RENTAL OF IRELAND 
is, in round numbers, $80,000,000 a year, so 
that the Land Court’s decisions will proba- 
bly involve the loss of $27,000,000 a year to the 
landiords, or, reckoning the total value of 
Irish property at £1,600,000,000, the landlords 
are to be despoiled of over 500, 000,000. 

THE OFFICES OF THE LAND COURT

ALONE AT SEA. 
NARRATIVE OF THE SOLITARY SURVIVOR 
OF THE WRECKED ITALIAN BARK Ro- 
SIN A. 
New Yorx, Nov. 6—The Portuguese ship 
Marianna V., which arrived at quarantine to- 
day. brought Antonio Crisenolo, an Italian 
sailor, the sole surviver of the bark Rosina, 
which left Catrania for this port last Septem- 
ber. Capt. Fereiria, of the Marianna, related to 
a Times reporter the story of the rescue and of 
the loss of the Rosina, the latter as told him by 
the seaman saved. Oct. 23, tu midocean, Capt. 
Fereira sighted the bark drifting. Re made 
sail toward the stranger, and soon. a man was 
seen gesticuiating wildly. Capt. Fereira ordered 
a boat lowered. The boat made its way to the 
side of the bart, which proved to be the Rosina. 
The man on board jumped into the boat, which 
he bad eagerly watched from the moment it left 
the ship's side. He could not speak the lau- 
guage of bis rescuers, but he showed by signs 
that it would be 
USELESS TO HUNT FOR ANY MORE HUMAN 
BEINGS. 
The decks of the bark bad been swept per- 
fectly clean. Everything had been carried 
away, and ber hoid, loaded principally with sul- 
phur, was nearly full of water. The waves were 
making a complete breach over the wreck fore 
and aft. The Rosina was left to der fate, and 
the boat's crew returned to the Marianna. The 
shipwrecked sailor then told of the loss of 
Rosina to Capt. Fereira. He said 
that during the night of Oct. 2 
the skw became overcast and there were 
indications of an approacting storm of consid- 
erable severity. The next worning it was biow- 
ing briskly, and some light sails were taken in. 
Cusenola says be heard bis Captain remark that 
they were in longitude 40 degrees, but he did 
not learn the latitude. As muruin@advanced 
the wind became fiercer, and at noun it was 
blowing a burricane. The bark was under 
recfed topsails, keeping her head as near to the 
ind as possibile. 
TUL SEAS WERE TERRIFIC, 
and rolled up far to windward, appearing like 
small wountaius as they approached. The bark, 
however, rode them without shipping apy great 
quantities of water. At2o’clock in the after- 
neon the tempest was terrific, the wind howling 
furiously through the rigging and uneven seas 
tossing the vessel violently about. The Cap- 
tain was then beard to call out to the 
man at the wheel to cling to his post, 
who were. below burried on 
deck. One enormous wave obscured borizon 
to windward and rolled toward the bark. 
She seemed about to rise with the huge billow, 
but tripped aud fell before it. Then the wave 
broke and rolled its vast volumes of water over 
ber. it seemed to Crisenola that be had been 


engulfed by the torrents which roared over him 


as be clung to the baichway which was down 
into between the decks. The water slowly 
passed away, and the bark emerged from under 
the surface of the sea. The man bad a moment 
before heard shouts and yeills and the crash 
of timbers, but now there was no sound but the 
roar of the tempest. Wreckage stewed the 
water to jeewara, but no human Deings could be 
seen struggling there, and no one could be seen 
on deck. Crisenoia hurried along the torn and 
unguarded decks, and searched every corner of 
tue v 
BUT NO ONE COULD BE FOUND 
in tue wrecked cabin, galley, or forecastie, and 
be at last realized that he had been left alone on 
board a bark of 600 tons. The stormy sea did 
not appear satisfied with bis eleven comrade 
but continued toroll up furiously, and seem 
about to close over him and the few frail planks 
which still remained under foot. The 
survivor says feeling of wunutterable 
loneliness stole him, and de 
crouched amid the ruins the cabin 
and awaited his fate. Saturday, Sunday, Mon- 
day, and Tuesday passed, but not a sail relieved 
the wide waste of waters. Wednesday he thougbt 
of building araft, but the materials were all 
gone, ard be passed that night as the others be- 
fore, without sleep and very little to eat. Thurs- 
day evening found him still the sole occupant 
of the bark, which drifted unguided before the 
wind and sea. Crisenola felt that if no help 
come the next day the vessel must sink, and he 
would be sie ogg hey worse still, fail into the 
teeth of sharks. first morning rays of Fri- 
day, Oct. 28, revealed no sail and the unfortu- 
nate man was giving My | to despair when at 
about § he saw (we spars of a vessel.

POPULAR RELIGION. 
SERMON KY DR. THOMAS. — 

There was a full congregation yesterday 
morning at the People's Church. Ur. Thomas 
preached on A Religion for the People.” Fol- 
lowing is the sermon: 

Of a truth I perceive that God is no respecter 


* in every nation he that feareth God, and 
worketh righteousness, is accepted with him.— 
Acta, r., 3-45. 

Society has, in all ages, been in a state of 
transition, and hence, in many things, bus been 
unsettied. But this is not necessarily an evil. 
It may bea means to something better. Noth- 
ing should be Geprecated more than for society 
to become settled. or for progress to stop short 
of the greatest good. Had progress come to an 
end twenty-five years ago, slavery would bave 
been fastened forever upon our land. Had it 
ended a hundred years before that, we should 
have never been a free country. Had progress 
ceased before the sixteenth century, the Kef- 
ormation, with all its blessings, would not have 
been; and had society stopped where it was 
two thousand years ago, the world would 
never have known Christianity. Aud so, look- 


ing back upon the changes of the past, and 


seeing that cach century bas brought some- 
thing better, we should be reconciled to the 
present, and shodid work and bope that out of 


all its unrest and struggle something better may 


arise. Indeed, it would be sad to think that the 
summer of our worid Was past; that the Novem- 
ber of time bad come; that for liberty, and jus- 
tice, ana religion there could be no. more spring- 
time of budding and ftidwers; that the present 
stinted fruit is the best that our world could 


ever produce. 

Some deecribe our transitional age as a prog- 
ress from the old to the new; others say itis 
rom faith to reason, or from credulity to fact; 
and | suppose there is much truth in both these 
statements; but there is another thing to be 
noted—there is a change in which all great ques- 
tions are passing from the few to the many. 
The questions of education, and goverpment, and 
religion are passing from the leaders into the 
bands of the people. This is emphatically the 
age of the people. Once the few leaders told 
the people what to do; now the leaders are com- 
ing to ask the people what they, the people, 
want done. The people are rapidly becoming 
supreme. 

ese reflections may lead us to the subject 
we have chosen for this bour— A Religion for 
the People.“ 

To some this may seew almost 
question, or one already answered; for, 
possibly, almost any one of the many 
forms of religion, or them any churcbes 
about us, would say: “We have it; wo 
have the religion and the church for the people: 
come and sbare it with us.” And Il suppose they 
wotid be sincere in say ing this; and it is true, 
also, that each church bas something good to 
offer, and that the people would be hel there- 
by: But tbe trouble is that with all the good 
there is in the churches, and with ail the good 
they have done, st over one-half the people 
are not in any of tiem; and there seems to be a 
call and a need for a religion of the people and 
for the people; a People's Church,” where all 
may work and 2 

That we may study this subject more care- 
fully, let us examine the terms employed and 
look at the fieid at large. 

The term people is a collective or inclusive 
word of mwultitudinous import. And we mean 
by it to include not only the numbers embraced 
—that is, ali the people—but to —— also a 
generic quality, or that which belongs to the 
whole race, or to man. as Man. 

The term religion is also one of broad gen- 
eric as well as practical signification. It means 
to bind, or to rebind, to bind anew, to bind man 
to his Maker, and fiadsits practical expression 
in the various forms of worship and in all the 
duties of life. 

Now, if there is sometbing common or generic 
in the nature and the needs of man. and some- 
thing common in the duties of man:and if 
there is something in religion that applies to all 
—that meets the wants of all, something that 
all need and that is evidentiy intended for all, 
then should we expect to see religion so formu- 
lated, so projected and administered, as to in- 
clude all. Aud we should expect to see all in 
some way interested or taking part in its priv- 
llexes and duties. 

That this is God's idea of religion—that He in- 
tended its truths, and worsbip, and work, and 
a for all, there can be no doubt. The promises 
and invitations of the Scriptures are wonder- 
fully broad and inclusive. To Abraham it was 
said: In thee and thy seed shall all the nations 
of the earth be blessed.” Isaiah says: Ho, 
every one that thirsteth, come ye to the waters; 
and be that bath no money, come ye; yea, come 
buy wine and miik without money and without 

rice.” Jesus says: Come unto Me all ye that 

abor and are heavy laden,and I will give you 
rest.” He teaches that God makes “ che sun to 
shine, and sendeth rain upon the just and the 
unjust’; and that the Good Shepherd came to 
“seek and to save the lost“; that He gave 
His life for all. And Paul says that God 
“will have all men to be saved, and to come 
unto the knowledge of the truth.” John says 
that God so loved the world that He gave His 
only begotten Son, that whosoever believeth in 
Him might not perish, but have everlasting 
life.“ Of course, ali this means the concurrence 
of man, and to save man, notin his sins, but 
from hissins. But the point 1 am making is the 
breadth and inclusiveness of God's purpose and 
love, aud that the blessings of religion are in- 
tended for ali. And hence, that man's idea of 
religion should be as broad and inclusive as the 
revealed purpose of God; and bence, also, the 
conception and projection of the church, and 
the work and doctrines of the church, should be 
free from the narrowness that tends to needless 
limitations, or to shut out mankind from its 
blessings. 

And now, by the side of this broad, this divine 
conception of religion, let us look at the history 
of Christianity in the past,and at its present 
status in the world. 

The Jews were possessed very largely with the 
iden of exclusiveness; that they were the chosen 
race, and Gentiles were excluded. 
Jesus taught tbe broader doctrine of a religion 
for yom tA, that God was the Father of all 
and loved all: but His disciples were very slow 
in coming to this larger truth. Peter was with 
difficulty, and only by a miracle. so led out of 
the prejudices of race and religion that he could 
consent to go to the Gentile Cornelius. But 
there he learned and declared great truth 
that “God is no respecter of persons, and that 
in every nation he that feareth Him, and work- 
eth righteousness, is M ’ 

For many years after this Christianity, in its 
broad, free, loving spirit, possessed the minds 
of tne early Church, and under this impulse it 
swept around the nations till man 
Empire was nominally converted. Then, with 
tne fall of that great Empire, the military 
power that had ruled the world for centu- 
ries was conserved in the Church. Rome be- 
came its great centre, and the power that had 
wielded armies was turned to build vast 
cathedrals and establishing imposin —— 
ceremonies; and finally the Church me an 
overshadowing temporal power, and has for ten 
centuries ruled the world and dominated the 
minds of men more powerfully than did ever 
the old military Rome. 

Then in the sixteenth century came the Refor- 
mation. This was an outburst of individual- 
ism. The individual or personal liberty bad 
been so iong restrained, so long bound and 
practically lost in the colis of a powerful organ- 
ization, that it burst forth in a religious revolt. 
Then this new work began itself to crystailize 
about leading men and special forms of thought. 
That under Luther became the State religion of 
Germany. The Anglican branch became the 
established Church of England; that of Calvin 
found a bBome in Switzerland and Scotland. 
Then within these State religions sprang up the 
Dissenters, the Baptists, the Congregationalists, 
the Methodists, and Unitarians. ö 

Now, running tbrough ali these are to be noted 
brund differentiating lines, or principles. Ro- 
manism declares the authority of the Church in 
matters of faith. Protestantism affirms the au- 
thority of the Bible. Romanism asserts tho 
headship and temporal and spiritual power of 
the yg gy Rg the claim upon Christ's 
words to Peter. and claiming to stand in the 
direct line of Apustolic succession. The English 
Chureh claims Apostolic succession, but stops 
Short of the Papacy—having no bigher order in 
her ministry than the Episcopacy. The diesent- 
ing churches deny or ignore the doctrine of 
succession, and rest in the simple right of man- 
kind to organize churches and worship God ac- 
cording to their own consciences, and with no 
other mediauon than that of Christ. 

In all these ways it is easy to see how many 
churches, or organizations, should arise; and it 
Is easily seen, also, how these, taking shape 
around some special dogma, should become 
not only sects, or separate denomi- 
nations, but snpould exalt these spe- 
cial ideas, and build about them. Thus the 
union of Church and State and the power of the

Wesley referred to the cundi- 
tions of admission in the Presbyterian, and 
Quaker, and Anabaptist, and rejoiced that the 
Methodists were more tolerant thanany. But 
alas! what a sad change in a bund years. 
Now the Methodist Church has become more 
rigid and exacting than any of these Churones, 
and requires every inember to subscribe to the 
whole twenty-five Articies of Religion, and 
turned me out of the Church for bolding to the 
paternal view uf the atonement, and not being 
able to affirm endless punishment for any soul 
unless it be fur endiess sinning. It is not often 
that the contrasts of history are seen in sucha 
striking light. 

But it was not to discuss this that I came into 
this field of thought, but toreach another point; 
and that is, to w the need of an, outside re- 
ligious movement in our day. There is a crying 
need for a movement “ of the people, and by the 
people, and for the people.“ The simple facts 
are that the great religious movemeuts of the 
past have crystallized into many organizations, 
and these are doing good in their piaces, and I 
would not weaken any one of them; but a large 
part of the people are left on the outside; and 
with all the guthered weaith and power of these 
orgrnizations they can do little more than hold 
their own in numbers. The people, as a body, 
are not iu the Churches. Of course, some from 
ha bits of wickedness, do not want to be there; 
but there are thousands all over the land who 
are neither iutideis nor abundoved sinners, and 
who are ready, and willing, and glad to join ina 
religious work that shall be as broad as truth, 
as broad as the life and wants of man, and as 
loving and teuder as the life of Christ. 

Such a movemeut must come from the peo- 
ple; that is, must be by the people themselves, 
rising up and asking for it. and themselves tak- 
ing hold of it and organizing for its support and 
management. That the people have a right to 
do this; and that such churches would have all 
the rights of churches, and their ministers bave 
all the rights and powers of clergymen before 
the Lord, and before the civil law, will not, for a 
moment, be questioned by any, unless they be 
of the. apostolic succession party that would 
deny the divine right of the ministry to all dis- 
senters, as Presbyteriuus, Baptists, and Metho- 
dists. In form, the government of such 
eburches will be Independent Cougregational; 
and might, in time, Lecome associated with the 
Congregational church. 

Such a religious movement in our country 

must be a religion for the ple; that is, in 
spirit and purpose it shouid be us broad as the 
wants of man, and as broad as the truth of 
God. What do we meau when we speak of a 
movement of the peuple in other things, as in 
the love of country. or philanthropy? Simply 
this. that the people rise above the 
lower distinctions or divisions of party or na- 
tionality, and gather about certain larger and 
higher principles for the accomplishment of 
some great purpose. In help extended to 
Chicago utter the fire, or to the Michigan suffer- 
ers, or last year to sufferers from yellow-fever, 
all generous souls rose above the narrow con- 
siderations of party, or color, or language, or 
sect, and thought only of brothers in distress. 
The same is coming to be true of the great ques- 
tions of liberty and justice among meu. Betore 
these the lesser cousiderations are forgotten, 
and the people speak, the voice of humanity is 
heard, and it is the voice of God. Aud a move- 
ment of the people in religion sbould be equally 
broad and grand. It shouid rise above party, and 
sect, and prejudice, and look tu the good of the 
world. Aud this agrees with our definition of 
the * people” and religion,“ and the purpose 
of God and the Gospei of Christ. 

But the question will arise, What about a 
creed? That seems to be the first thing thought 
of in a church movement. What is their creed? 
That is what is asked about the “People's 
Church,“ and about Brother Swing's * Ceutral 
Church”; and many are saving — have no 
creed; there is nothing for the peopie to join; 
nothing to bold them together. Has it ever be- 
curred to these sectarian critics that the Jewish 
Church for 2,000 years had no creed except that 
found ip the books of the law. and then after 
that in the other books of the Oid Testament as 
they were written? Well, we have all that. Has 
it occurred to these creedists that the early 
Ubristian Chureh bad no creed but the oral 
. of Christ, and then ot. His disciples’ 
The early Church was a doctrine of life, of ex- 

rience; it was a following of Christ, anda 
iving io the light and Fifts of the Holy 
Spirit. Paul wrote bis Kpisties in the 
first century, but he bad rst carried 
the Gospel to Rome and Corinth and 
established churches on the living truth in the 
hearts of men, and then be wrote these letters 
to these churches. The Roman Empire had been 
converted to Christianity before the New ‘Testa- 
ment, as we now have it, was completed. and be- 
fore even the “Aposties’ Creed“ was composed. 
And the “People’s Church” bas both the New 
Testament and the Aposties’ creed. Aud then 
it has the help of ail the otner creeds, and it is 
broad enough to receive men believing any of 
these. It is broad enough to hoid ail truth; and 
there is deeptruth in ali the creeds; and it is 
brvad enough to hold men whose theories may 
‘differ. It recognizes the right to “think and let 
think ’’; it believes that God is no respecter of 
persons; that in every nation he that feareth 
God and worketh righteousness is accepted’’; 
and it asks serious and thoughitul people with 
all their minor differences to unite for worsbip 
and work. 

But some will still insist on having a creed au- 
nounced for the retigion of the people. Well, if 
the Old and New Testaments are too much, or 
not detinit enough, suppose we should take a 
part of each. .Take the Ten Commandments 
and the Sermon on the Mount. All the legisia- 
tion of the civilized world rests on the ‘Ten Com- 
mandments; and inthe Sermon on the Mount 
we bave the law spiritualized; we have prayer, 


and holiness, and the Beatitudes,” and retri- 


buuon and reward. And whosoever believes 
these and lives by them will certainly be saved. 

And in saying all this we are not opposing 
creeds, but trying to reach a basis on which men 
can unite in love and work for Christ; trying to 
exait the true Protestant principle of resting 
upon the Bible, or documentary Christianity, 
and allowing each conscience liberty of inter- 
pretation. . Beliefs cannot be put on and 
taken off like a gurment; or changed 
every fall and spring like the fashions. They 
are sacred to each mind and beart, and should 
be so esteemed by all; butin the needs of the 
heart, and in the work of religion we can easily 
agree; aud it is he that doeth the will of God 
that sball be saved.” 

The practicai organization of this outside 
work of the people is not dijlicult. lo our 


church here it was easily effected, and largely 


by gentlemen who bad never had any experi- 
ebce in church work, nor even been members of 
any denomination. Every church must nave a 
business management: and those who have 
worked long in the field know how large and 
ditticult a BF nt that is. Ours is very simple. 
A board managers, now thirty in uumber— 
we want to make it 


fifty—assume the 
financial responsibility. They elect a board 
of trustees who transact the business, 
We rent seats to those who are able to pay. and 
ive them to others. From the first day it has 
u self-supporting. The preaching and other 
religious services are left to the pastor and the 
choir. We shall have prayer-meetings, and 
clase- Meetings, and sacramen and engage in 
all the forms of work we.can. einvite all to 
worship and work with us; to come with their 
prayers and experience; to come with their 
doubts and troubles; to come with their sins and 
temptations—to come as they are, and seek the 
mercy and help of God. We are ali sinners, and 
need saivation. We-are alt the redeemed of the 
Lord God. We are brothers; we need each 
other's — We are pilgrims in the ecarth—a 
few more days or years and we shali go to the 
land of the many on the other shore. 

For years the life of the great ungatbered 
masses hung as a burden upon my soul. | see, 
I feei the need of something to bring all these 
outside peopies to the hyuse of God, and to the 
life and joy of religion. We nave joined hands 
in this work here. Ol may God bless us and 
help u And Ol may he raise up meu to enter 
the field elsewhere. The finest audience rooms 
in ail the cities are idle every Sabbath morning 
and the people are urgathered. A theatre is 
just as sacred as we 6 other place when used for 
sacred purposes. should rejoice to see the 
work started in every piace where it is needed. 
Let the people organize ev here come 
together for worship. Their Sabbaths will bea 
sweeter resi; their lives wili growin beauty 
and holiness; and their years on earth be crowned 
with good, and the end be peace and hope.

SERMON BY r. DE WITT TALMAGE, 
Special Dispatch to The Cnicago Tribune. 

New York, Nov. 6.—The Rev. Dr. T. De Witt 
Talmage preached at the Brooklyn Tabernacle 
this evening, taking for his subject, “Troubies 
of Cierks. The congregation was very large, 
and the reverend gentleman spoke at great 
length.

It is only a little whiie ago 
when women knew nothing of telegraphy, and 
they Were kept out of a great many commercial 
circles where they are now welcome; and the 
time will go on until the woman who at one 
counter in a store selis $25,000 worth of goods iu 
a year. will get us high a salary as the man who 
ut the other counter of the same store sells $25,- 
NO worth of And in passing I may as 
well suy that you merchants who have female 
clerks in your stores ougut to treat them with 
great courtesy and kindness. When they are not 
positively engaged, let them sit down. in En- 
land, and in the United States, physiviaus have 
protested against the habitof compelling the 
womanly cierksin the stores to stand when it 
was not necessary ſor them to stand. There- 
fure | add to the 28 of physicians the pro- 
test of the Christian Uburch, and in tye name of 
goud heulth, and that God who has made the 
womanly constitution more delicate (ban man's. 
I demand that you let her sit down.”’ 

Following up this line of thought the speaker 
urged the necessity of clerks bemg disciplined, 
prompt, and with ready bands; and warned them 
uguinst submitting to the unlawful and dis- 
honest demands of their employers, urging that 
in the 6,000 yeurs that have passed there had 
never been an occasion wuen it was one’s duty 
to sin against God, and that it was never right to 
do wrong. 

Furtber on. he said, speaking of “ drummers"’: 

Now that occupution is just as bouoruble us 
any other. if it be conducted in accord with 
one's conscience, In this day when there are so 
many rivairies in business all our commercial 
establishments ought te base wen abrog who 
are seeking out for opportunities of mePthan- 
Jise. There cun be no ovjection to that. But 
there are professed Curistian merchants in the 
week-night prayer-meeting who have clerks 
abroad in New York conducting merchants of 
Cinctonati, and Chicago, and st. Louis through 
the debaucheries of the great town, in order to 
secure their custom for the store. There are in 
stores in New York and Brookiyn drawers in 
which there ure kept moveys which the clerks 
are to go and get whenever ony. waut to con- 
duct these people through the slums of the city. 
The bead men of the tirai win« at it, and in some 
bluces actually demand it—professed Christian 
inerchants. One would think that the prayer 
would freeze on their lips, and they would fall 
back dead at the sound of their own song. 
What cbance is there for young men 
when commercial establishments expect 
such = things of them? Among all 
things iufernal 1 proneunce that the most 
damnable. Young man, bow will that firm treat 
you whet you ace utterly besolled and dragged 
out with sin, going through the haurts of in- 
iquity for the purpose of getting customers for 
their store’ How will they treat you? Oh, they 
will give you a pension! They will build you a 
fine house! They will get you a horse and car- 
riage! Willthey? No. Some day you will go 
to the store, shabby, intoxicated, worn out in 
their service, and they will say: “John, you are 
a disgrace to the house. Now, just look at your- 
self. Accountant, bow much do we owe this 
man?’’ “A dollar and thirty cents.” Well, 
now, here—hbere it is: a dollar and thirty cents. 
Go off. Don't be hanging around the store.” 
Magnanimity superb. They stvie the lustre 
from bis eye, and the color from his cheek, and 
the honor from bis soul, and then they kicked 
bim out. If such professed Christian mor- 
chants do not go straight to Hell. gI don't know 
any use of having sucha place. © young men, 
disappotnt the expectanons of that firm; disap- 
point those customers if these things are ex- 
pected of you. You may sell an extra case of 
woods; you may sell au extra roll of silk; but 
the trouble is you may have to throw your soul 
to boot in the bargain. 

From this tue speaker went on to counsel 
clerks to conquer their trials, one of the greut- 
est of which was the inconsideration of custom- 
ers. They sbouid overlook the weaknesses of 
the professional shopper,“ and then aguin the 
customers should learn to respect them and to 
cease to regard them as so much store furni- 
ture. Aud the proprietors of the stores, tuo, 
had much to do in the matter. They should en- 
courage the clerks, notonly in the matter of 
wages, but in their treatment of them, and 
should remove them as far as possible from 
every temptation to dishonesty. A lad bad bet- 
ter starve to death on a blasted heath than take 
a farthing from bis employer. 

In conclusion be said: 

My word is to all clerks in this house: Be 
mightier than your temptations. A Sandwich 
Islander used to think when he slew an enemy 
all the strength of that enemy came into bis 
own right arm. And I dave to tell you that 
every misfortune you conquer is so muvh added 
to your own moral power. With omnipotence 
for a lever and the throne of God for a fulcrum 
you can move earth and heaven. While there 
are other young men putting the cup of sin to 
their lips, stoop down and drink out of 
fountains of God, and you will rise up strot 
to thrash the mountains. The ancients used w 
think that pearis were fallen rain-drops, which, 
touching the surface of the sea harudened into 
gems, then dropped tu the bottom. | have to 
tell you tonight that storms of trial have show- 
ered imperishable pearis into many a young 
man's lap. O young maa, while you bave goods 
to sell remember you have a soul to save. A 
Christian Captain, wounded a few days before, 
got delirious and in the midnight hour 
sprang out on the floor of the hospital, 
thinking he was in the battle, crying, 
“Come on, boys! Forward! Charge!” Ab, he 
wus only battiing the spectres of his own brain. 
But it is no imaginary conflict into which 1 call 
you, young man, tonight. There are 10.000 
spiritual foes that would capture you, In the 
nume of God. up and at them. After the last 
store hus been closed, after the last bank has 
gone down, after the shufiie of the quick feet va 
the Custom-House steps has stopped, after the 
loog line of merchautmen on the sea have taken 
saiiof tlame, after Brooklyn, and New York, 
aud London, and Vienna have gone down intu 
the grave where Thebes, and Babyion, and Tyre 
lay buried, after the great tire-beils of the 

judgment-day have tolled atthe burning of a 
worid—oa t duy all the affairs of banking- 
houses and stores will rome up for ipspection. 
O, what an opening of account-books. Side br 
side the clerks and the men wbo empioved them 
—the people who owned thread-and-needile 
stores on the same footing with the Stewarts, 
and the Delanos, and the Abbots, and the Bar- 
ings. Every invoice made out, all the labeis of 
goods., all certiicates of stock, ali lists of prices, 
all private marks of the firm, now ex- 
plained so that everybody can understand 
them; all the maps of cities that 
were never built, but in which lots 
were sold; all bargains, all gougings, all snap 
judgments, ail faise eatries, all adulteration of 
liquors with copperas and strychaoine, all mix- 
ing teas, and sugars, and coffees, and sirups with 
cheaper material, all embezzlements of trust 
funds, all swindles in coal, and iron, and oil, 
silver, and stocks, all Swariouts, and Hunting- 
tuns, and Ketchums on that day when the cities 
ot this world are smoking in the last configra- 
tion, the trial will go on; and duwn in au ava- 
lu e of destruction will go those wronged 
mar or woman, insulted God, and defied the 
judgment. Oh, that will be a great day for you, 
bovest Christian clerk. No getting up early, uo 
retiring late, no walking around with weary 
limbs; buta mansion in which to live, and a

TWO VIEWS OF A PICTURE. 


A dispatch to the Boston Glove indignant- 
ly denied the allegations that the Ninth Massa- 
chusetts bebaved in au unseemly mauver on its 
trip to Yorktown, but aflirms that on the con- 
trary the command, botb officers and men, con- 
ducted tbemselves like soldiers and gentlemen, 
all the way. They did not meet any Virginia 
regiment, us asserted, and received the com- 
mendation of both Northern and Southern 
troops for their fine appearance and excellent 
drill, while the Governor and ail offvers with 
him gave Col, Strachan many words ot praise. 
Gen. Arnold said the Ninth sustained the credit 
of the militiaand the Stateof Massachusetts. 
Capt. Maxwell and Capt. Jacobs of the First 
Cavalry, Chicago, and other Iliinois officers who 
went to Yorktown, corroborate the above state- 
ment in every particular. The Illinois delegation 
came to Richmond on the same train with tbe 
Ninth, and the officers say the regiment did not 
stop in that city long enough to doagreat deal of 
wnischief. Two or three meu became intoxicat- 
ed and got into a disturbance on the streets. but 
were quickly carried off to the train by the offi- 
cersand men. There is no doubt that the dis- 
patch in some of the newspapers denouncing 
the Ninth in such unmeasured terms was insti- 
gucted by prejudice, especially as it was originat- 
ed in South Carolina. All subsequent reports 
deny that Gen. Lee or any oue else ordered the 
regiment out of line at the review. Maj. H. R. 
Sargent and Capts. Arthur Lincoln and D. F. 
Doian, composing the commission seont\by the 
Adjutant-General of Mussachusetts to investi- 
grate the charges against the Ninth, met in the 
Major’s office at Richmond and heid a sort of 
court of inquiry. A number of witnesses were 
examined, several of whom were women, white 
and colored. They testified that the Yanks" 
from the old Bay State bad committed 
the unpardonable offense of — the 
Freatly against their will, of course. ectored 
girl had been detained upon the street long 
enough to receive a kiss and a military bug, 
which she resented. A lady school-teacher was 
driving in a buggy, when she was baited — 
soldiers, who, for some reason, were 
with the capture, beating 
horse over the head. An ex-detective’s 
ter was slapped, knocked down, and ber dat 
thrown into the street; and while this was going 
on a girl who.accompanied the youn was 
severely kissed. witnesses gave testi- 
mony under oath the records.

GLUCOSE. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 
LA SALLE, III., Nov. 5.—Much bas been seid of 
late regarding the new glucose works of Chi- 
cago, but so far the fact seems not to have been 
given to the public that a very important ad- 
junct to that enterprise bas recently been con- 
structed iu this city in the shape of a sulphuric 
acid factory by the Mattheisseo & Hegeler Zinc 
Company. The sulphur, found in large quanti- 
tios in zinc ore, and which must be driven off 
before the smelting process ia begun, has bere- 
tofore been wasted, for the reason that it could 


not profitably be utilized. This firm contem- 


plated the erection of acid works as early as 
1865, but the demand for this commodity was 
too limited to warrant the neccssary investment, 
and the desigu was abandoned until the org ani- 
zation of the Glucose Manufacturing Company 
of Chicago, in which a brother of Mr. Mattheis 
sen, of this city, is a prominent member, at 
which time it was decided to carry out the pro- 
ect with the object iu view of supplying the acid 
for the glucose works.

THE METHODIST COUNCIL 


Lecture by the Rev. Dr. George. 

The Rev. A. C. George, pastor of the Centenary 
M. E. Church, lectured last evening upon the 
Ecumenical Council recently held at the City 
Road Chapel, London. The iecturer began by 
detailing some of the many vbjections urged 
aguinst the holding of the council, which, bow- 
ever, did not swerve the committees in charge 
from their determination to bring together up- 
wards of 400 delegates, representing tweaty dif- 
ferent families of the Methodist faith. He also 
referred to some of the criticisms on the doings 
of the council, notably one in an Eaglish 
paper, that the council was not ecumenical, as, 
with the exception of a simgie speech, 
English was the oniy language spoken. There 
was nocause fur regret iu tais fact, however. iu 
point of attendance the council was a marvelous 
success. Between sio and Js of the 400 dele- 
gates appointed met and were iu sessiou twelve 
working days and the two luterveumg Sundays. 
There were two great dilliculties, he said, which 
the council bad to contend ugainst—tirst, iu the 
arraugement of the program und the assign- 
ment of essays, ctc., fur every Methodist body 
bowever small bad to be represented, and, sec- 
ond, in the choice of a presiding other daily. It 
wus found Impossible to ge each 
topic to the person most qualilied to 

ak upon it, and it seemed eyualiy 
impossible to select a good President trom 
each of a dozea or more factions iu the Churva, 
lu attempting to Overcome these diflhcuities the 
committees narrowly escaped eugcudering race 
prejudige, but it was very bappily avoided 
throughout. Even on the steawship City of 
Berlin, dur the ocenu voyuge, the delegates 
of the Methodist Church Soutu, some ot wuom 
were former slave- owners, ate with and prayed 
with the delegates from the various colored 
branches Of the faith. In council nothmg oc- 
curred which would in any way suggest the 
colored man that be belonged to an inferior 
ruce, and in proof the lecturer cited the state- 
ment of a delegate of color, who, trom 
his actions, appeared never to have lived 
near a white neighbor in his lite, 
but who openly declared chat he could not have 
told from anything either said or done since his 
departure from nome that bis face was biack 
without look! in the giass. But, added Dr. 
George, with asly touch f sarcasm, all of the 
rest of us knew it. 

The Doctor next referred to the Ecumenical 
Conferences beid by delegates from the council 
ju Leeds, Newcastie-on-'lyne, Haniey, Belfast, 
Cork, and elsewhere, only a few of wien he bad 
the plexsure of attending, owing to a trip which 
de made into Cornwall aud southwestern Great 
Britain. but he did beve the pleasure of attend- 
lug a conference ina perfect gem of a church, 
almost in the sbadow of Oxtord University,and he 
could not heip remembering bow within a score 
of yeurs tne dons of the universiiy bad made 
their way into Methodist churcbes and ted out 
the students, who had in disubedience of re- 

ated warumgs made their way into them. 
Methodiem in England. asin America, was in a 
very tlourishing condition. but its influence was 
greatly lessened by us tack uf union. in too 
many cases personal contests bad resulted in 
new divisions. The lecturer paid a bigh tribute 
to Mr. William Arthur, whom be considered the 
leading spirit of Kngtish Methodism. At one of 
the conferences this gentleman stated as bis 
opinion that at the next Ecumenical Council, to 
be held somewhere in the United States at the 
expirutuon of six years, there wouid be repre- 
sented fewer Methodisms and more natonali- 
ties than at the last. In conclusion the speaker 
reterred in highly creditubie terms io the mis- 
sionary work of the Uburch and the consequent 
spreading of Methodism tervughout foreiga

HOME GATHERINGS, 
A NOVEL BNGLINE. 

The Buffalo Courter bas the following com- 
plete description of a novelty in the way of 
a steam-engine in use on the steam-yacht Gen. 
W. B. Franklin, now at Buffalo: “This machine 
is knowa as the Coit disc engine, and is being 
manufactured by the Colt Firearms Company, of 
Hartford, Coon. It is the invention ot D. K. 
West, ot London, Eug., and Mr. Darkin is bring- 
ing it to the notice of those interestea in motive 
power. The chief features claimed for this 
engine are: It is free from soise or jar in 
operation; it can be run at a bigh rate of speed 
has no “dead centres,” and requires no skilled 
attend ance; it is very economical in consump- 
tion of steam; it is light and ocoupies but little 
space; its working parts are ali zuelosed in a 
case which ie self-ollimg. Mr. Darkin 
has made several short trips since 
his arrival, to exbibit the working of bis engive, 
and among those who partook of his gema 
hospitality were some Of our leading engihe 
manufacturers, engineers, steamboat men, and 
others. All of these gentiemen admired its 
smooth and rapid action. Briefly, the engine 
consists of six reciprodating pistous werking in 
the same number of cylinders parallel with one 
another and with the shaft around which they 
are piaced. The pistons receive steain at one 
end only by means of an annular valve actuated 
by an eccentric working in the mi the 
valve, and at the other end thay terminate in 
blunt conical points which press against the 
surface of a rolling or oscillating disc, 
which, by means of a pin fixedin the centre, 
operates the crank. There are nove of the 
keys, cutters, and set screws incidental to or- 
dinary engines, and as the strains are always in 
one direction, either knocking or pounding is 
impossible, while the various parts are ali tree 
and uneonnected with one another, and in 
nearly all cases where they touch the contact is 
u rolling one. It bus no dead centre, and will 
start instantiy in any position, being entirely 
under the control of the reversing level, which 
is tbe only teature of engine ex 2 to 
view, the whole apparatus lving so low in tbe 
boat chat, if pecessary, it can be placed in the 
centre of the cockpit and then sealed over. It 
possesses extraordinary advantages from 
the ease with which it can be controlled, its 
freedom from noise and vibration, and from the 
fact of all the working parts being closed in 
one casting and lubricating by oil carried in by 
steam. The engine in the Franklin bas cylin- 
ders four inches in diameter and of four-inck 
stroke; the propeller is thirty-four incbes iu 
diameter, with a pitch of forty inches, and has 
three blades; the steel boiler has eight square 
feet of grate surface, and anthracite coal is nsed 
for fuel. With a pressure of 100 pounds of 
steam over 200 turns were made, and with a fuil 
allowance of 133 pounds about 300 are per- 
formed. This particular engine is equivalent 
to an eight by ten juch cylinder of the ordinary 
make. Adise engine with cylinders of nine 
inches and stroke of eight is equal to a common 
eighteen by twenty inch engine. It will be seen 
from the foregoing that this new marine engine 
wouid be just the thing fora pleasure yacht. 
In a slightly different furm it is well adapted for 
all kinds of work where bigh speed and noise- 
less action is desirable. it is claimed that the 
engine is but little susceptible to wear, and its 
cost is moderate.”
